Trees On The Prairle

It was in 1901 that the Forestry 
Branch of the Department of the In- 
terior began to send out trees to the 
farmers in the prarie provinces to 
plant shelter-belts about their build 
ings and fields. Since that time over 
fifty-million seedlings & cuttings have 
seen sent out from the Dowinion Fo: 
est Nursery Station at Indian Head, 
and the branch nursery recently estab 
lished near Saskatoon, The success ot 
this plan of free distribution of trees 
sit 


is shown not only in the iner 
use made of it by farmers of the prair 
ie provinees, but also by the fact that 
this system ot free distribution has 
been copied either as it stands or in 
a modified form by other important 
administrative bodies. The provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec, although thei: 
conditions are very different trom 
those of the prairies provinces, have 
applied the plan in a modified form 
to farmers woodlots, The United Stat 
es Department of agriculture, after a 
careful study of the system in Canada, 
applied it to the prarie states. At pre

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Some Facts About 
Wheat Growing On 
Western Prairies 


Alberta rather more than ten percent 
of the crop is winter wheat. In nor 
thern Manitoba a very small acreage 
of winter wheat is grown around 
Swan River. 

In all the prairie areas the wheat 
is very hard and of high quality when 
atisfactorily matured. This applies 
to both the spring and winter types 
The spring wheat grown in the park 
j belt is likely to be piebald or semi 
jhard, and the winter wheat at present 
|grown in the Swan River Valley is 
of similar texture 

The soil conditions that in general 
mect these requirements are the fal 
jlow, “breaking” and corn ground or 
|land having produced some other hoed 
crop. Fall plowing and stubble land 
are, however, frequently sown to 
wheat. Under the rotations followed 
at present, the wheat acreage is chief- 
ly co sed of fallow and fall plow 
jing. Each of these methods of pre 
parations have some disadvantages 
and some advantages under different 
conditions of soil and :limate. These 
may be briefly stated as follows: 

The fallow is the name applied to 
land that has lain idle for a year, no

ter distribution of farm work. 

The disadvantages of the fallow are 
many: (1) it results in the loss of the 
use of the land for a year (2) the soi!

in wet seasons, particularly on heavy

Must Have Air “Harbors” | i 


Before Commercial Aviation in Can- 
ada Can Progress 

There can be little hope for 
gress in commercial aviation In Can- 
ada until the municipal or other gov- 
ernments start constructing ‘harbors’ 
for aeroplanes, with landing places 
and airdromes. This was the state- 
ment made by Lieut.-Col. W. G. Bar- 
ker, V.C., D.S.O., M.C., ete., at the 
annual meeting of the Montreal 
Branch of the Aerial League of the 
British Empire, which was held in the 
ball room of the Ritz-Carlton, in the 
course of an address on acronautical 
topics 

In his address Lt.-Col. Barker, V. 
C., gave a sketch of the amazing 
growth of aviation during the war, 
from the days when airplanes had a 
speed of only sixty miles an hour, and 
a very limited time capacity for fly- 
ing, with armaments running from ni- 
fles to revolvers. 

From these beginnings, he said, the 
flying corps had developed machines 
capable of 130 miles an hour with a 
flying range of many hundreds of 
miles, and armaments of machine 
guns and bombs that made them so 
formidable war weapons. 

“So greatly had the British airplane 
service developed,” said Lt.-Col. Bar- 
ker, “that if the war had lasted a 
few months longer the people of Ber- 
lin would have had a taste of the same 
acrial bombing warfare they had so 
ruthlessly carried on against British 
and French cities, They knew this, 
and it is altogether probable that this 
knowledge was a great influence in 
compelling the Germans to ask for the 
armistice that ended the
